The big question 
at the 
present 
time, in baseball is: “ W hat can be 
done to strengthen the attack in our 
great, national game and enable the 
team on the offense to get on with a 
greater degree of success and, as a re­ 
sult, score more runs.” 
The complaint is raised that base­ 
ball has been growing stronger de­ 
fensively right along and naturally 
the offensive side has suffered, and 
th a t the free 
hitting, 
spectacular 
base running games are too few in 
comparison to the air-tigh t pitching 
feats which are, to the average fan, 
not the games played in former days. 
Many suggestions have been made 
and several are considered excellent, 
among which are: 
1. 
Shortening 
the 
distance be­ 
tween home and first base and be­ 
tween third base and home, leaving 
the distance between the other bases 
the same. 
2. 
More stringent balk rules, giv­ 
ing the base runners more freedom. 
3. 
Making 
home 
plate 
several 
inches narrow er than at present. 
4. 
Placing the pitcher’s box back 
several feet. 
Of these several suggestions, the 
narrow ing of home plate seems the 
more feasible, however, there is one 
more change that seems to have been 
overlooked and this. I think, would 
solve the big problem, and is one that 
can be made without changing the 
present rules to any m aterial extent. 
This change is nothing more or less 
than to compel the pitcher to work 
from a pitcher’s 
box 
without 
a 
mound, in other words, having the 
pitcher’* box on a perfect level with 
the rest of the infield. 
Only those 
who have worked in the pitcher’s box 
can realize what an advantage the 
pitcher has over the 
hatter 
when 


working from a box raised several 
inches from the level, and also what 
the 
disadvantages 
are 
when 
the 
mound is absent. 
Should a ruling be passed pre-vent­ 
ing the building of a mound of any 
kind and compelling tile pitchers to 
work from a perfect level with the 
h atters’ box, you would see a big im ­ 
provement on the right side of the 
ledger and a return to the days of 
the old time sw at feats 
and 
daring 
base running such as the m ajority of 
fans love to see. 
W ith 
this 
fact 
tested out, and more improvement 
needed, a ruling to pass the h itter 
to first base on three bulls instead of 
four would do the business, 
as 
It 
would naturally give the pitcher less 
time to work on the batter and would 
cause more grooving of the ball by 
the pitcher, and this, after all, Is the 
secret of a pitcher's success.

“ There is one rule which should be 
changed,” Bays Connie Muck. 
“That 
is the one covering the case where a 
pitched ball accidentally strikes the 
h itte r’a hat. 
It usually works an in ­ 
justice no matte r w hether It results I 
in a fair or foul hit. 
“ Frequently a hatter Is forced to 
dodge a wild pitch. 
It often h ap ­ 
pens that his bot comes in contact I 
vith the ball, w hich may roll fuir or j 
foul, 
lf it is fair the; batter seldom j 
tan recover his balance In time to I 
nave a remote chance of beating the 
ball to first base. 
Should it bap- j 
pen to be the first or second foul It | 
Is a strike. 
“ I believe the umpire should be a1- 


lowed to use his Judgment and lf lie 
decides the b atter had no intention 
of striking at the ball it should go 
as a hall and be scored as a wild 
pitch. 
In other respects, 
the 
foul 
strike rule is entirely satisfactory. 
“ The suggestion 
that 
but 
three 
halls he allowed Is ridiculous. 
Few 
pitchers today try to ‘work’ the b i t ­ 
ter In that way. 
They all try to slip 
the hall over the center. 
It would 
lie a fine walking match for the spec 
tators to witness, 
aa 
the 
batters 
would naturally walt 
the 
twirlers 
out. 
“ To do away with bunting would 
spoil the science of the game. Many 
a hard contest is decided on a sk ill­ 
ful hunt. 
“ I am 
opposed 
to 
any 
radical 
changes in tho rules. 
The public is 
well versed In baseball 
and 
would 
not intelligently follow the game lf 
many changes were made.”

Queries and Replies Covering Matters of 
Importance to the Man Who Rims a Car 


Will you please explain the workings 
of the thermo syphon system of water 
circulation, its advantages and disad­ 
vantages. 
Why is it not more univer­ 
sally used? 
'l h** thermo-syphon system of water 
circulation coli Hists of an outlet from 
tin* radiator through which w ater en­ 
ters the cores I chambers around the 
cylinders at Hie bottom, becomes heat­ 
ed and rises, passing back through a 
pipe entering the radiator at the top. 
The ai tion of tile fan keeps the radia­ 
tor cool, and this operation keeps up 
a constant circulation of water as long 
as the engine Is hot. 
It may become 
dogged if sediment ga tilers in the ra ­ 
diator, I nit that would be almost, lf 
not equally true, of a pump system. 
Some engine designers favor the pump 
system, especially if the engine is of 
the larger type, arguing that the pump 
is more positive In Its action, even 
though less simple than the thermo- 
syphon. 
The thermo-syphon Is used 
more extensively in cars with small 
motors than on those having large dis­ 
placement. 


What la the function of the belts of 
rivets in the rear wheels of some cars? 
In some there is a bolt in every spoke 
and in others one in every other spoke, 
and in others there is none at all. 
The rivets are there to hold the 
spikes in place. 
In those where bolts 
are not visible the spokes are locked 
by Intermit holts or pins. 


Do you advise the use of powdered 
graphite in the crank case of a splash 
system engine? 
Oil is pumped into 
the main bearings and troughs into 
which the cranks dip. 
Will either have 
any bad effect on the motor? 
Powdered graphite is not to be rec- 
omineudcd in the crank case in a splash 
system engine. 
While graphite will 
not materially injure the working purts, 
it will inn** a tendency to clog up the 
various oil li*>l**s mid grooves and po* 
sit»lv prevent the pricier lb»w of oil to 
the respective lieu ring surfaces. 
It is 
not necessary, and tho advantages to 
be gullied by its use are not worth the 
oX|toriuiout. 
Would advise your using 
a high grade <>11, free from as much 
graphite or carbon ingredients us possi­ 
ble. 


Thera is a knock in the engine of 
my car when I run below eight or nine 
miles an hour. 
It has been equipped 
with a new carburetor, which gives 
from seventeen to eighteen miles to 
the gallon of gasoline. 
The engine 
works well above eight or nine mde«. 
What is the trouble? 
it is probable Unit this knock is 
caused by one or more of the cylinders 
missing at low spells, ami it may lie 
tlint In installing the new carburetor 
this lins been n o adjusted as to cause 
this missing. It might be that a change 
in the adjustment of the carburetor 
will cure all tin* trouble, 
lf this does 
not do It, no doubt the location of the 
cause will be found in the valves or 
ignition. 
Sometime*; it happens that a valve 
d o e s not seat all the way, causing the 
motor to misfire in the same way as it 
would If the valves needed grinding. 
This may be due to too close an ad­ 
justment in the clearance. 
A uitsad- 
Justtncnt in the Ignition will give the 
same kind 
of trouble. T he timing 
should be set ho that when Hie wpnrk 
lever Is in full retard position the spark 
occurs on upper dead center. 
in all probability, though, the trou­ 
ble will be found in the carburetor, 
which is providing, In ait likelihood, 
too lean a mixture ut low s| h**k1s. Tile 
fact that you are getting as high an 
*h onomy as you are may also signify 
that the setting Is a little too lean. 


It a car geared four to one with 34 
by 4 inch tire* higher geared than one 
geared four to one with 32 by 4 inch 
tires? 
lf not, please explain. 
Yes. 
The larger the tire the higher 
tin* gearing. 
As an example of this 
principle roll a golf ball and a tennis 
Hull Hid** by side at the same speed 
over a fiat surface. The golf ball will 
rotate much fustcr than the tennis 
ball because Its diameter Is smaller. 
Looking at It another way, a thirty- 
two inch tire has a circumference of 
approximately RHT Inches; a thirty-four 
Inch tire has a circumference of ap ­ 
proximately IHT inches. 
With both 
tires rotating at the same speed the 
larger one will travel approximately 
seven inches farther than the smaller, 
In other words, it takes loss engine 
speed to drive the car a given distance 
with the large tiro than it does with 
the small. 


I have broken two crank shafts on 
my car in the past few months and in 
both instances was driving the car on 
a smooth road at about twenty miles 
per hour. 
Both shafts broke in the 
same place, just forward of the rear 
main 
bearing, and after taking the 
motor down I failed to find anything 
out of true either time. 
The bearings 
were fairly tight, and there was no lost 
motion to amount to anything a n y ­ 
where. 
I drive with the spark a d ­ 
vanced all it will bear without causing 
the engine to knock. 
Could it be pos­ 
sible that by giving the motor the gas 
too suddenly with the spark advanced 
all the way down while drivin g at a 
speed of twenty miles per hour would 
have anything to do with the crank 
shafts breaking? 
Without seeing the crank shaft It Is 
hard to pass upon the causes of your 
trouble. 
It is hardly possible that the 
trouble results from defective material, 
as It Is unlikely that you would receive 
two shafts which were not up to stand­ 
ard in so short a period. 
Neither does 
It seem possible that the trouble could 
result from manipulation of the spark 
nnd throttle in the way you suggest. 
Investigation 
will 
probably 
show 
that the trouble results from crystal­ 
lization following o(>eratien in a motor 
in w hich insufficient ©H has been used 
nt Homo time. 
It inuy also lie duo to 
loose or improperly adjusted bearings 
or to some part of the motor being ©ut 
of line, 
This condition could come 
from a continuous misfiling of the en­ 
gine. 


In tightening up the main bearings 
of a car i should think th at when the 
strap is bolted on after the shims are 
removed 
the crank shaft 
would 
be 
sprung out of line, 
is this so, and is 
thare any way to ovsrcom# it? 
Removal of shims doe* not change 
the 
alignment. 
The 
shaft 
presses 
against the top of the bearing in the 
same place with the strap loose or 
tightened by removing shims. 


Can you giva ma th# corract method 
of focusing the headlights on a car? 
The method given below is about as 
simple us any, although there ure many 
ways In which the Job can l>e done. 
Locate Hie oar forty feet from a wall, 
preferably 
white. 
Best 
results, 
of 
course, will follow if tho adjusting is 
done at night. 
Throw the lights on to 
this wail and adjust them so that the 
circle of light from each lamp will be 
elose to three feet in diameter nnd the 
edges of these circles will nearly touch. 
There should be a distance of about 
one and one half feet from the ground 
to the lowest point of each circle. 


The

commonly 
known ss • carbon knock developed in 
my motor, and I had the carbon burned 
out. Thie did not seem to improve m a t ­ 
ters very much, ae the knock still oc­ 
curs when the accelerator is dapreasad. 
Occaaionatly while on the road this 
will cease for an hour or two and then 
recommence without my having touch­ 
ed anything. 
Th# trouble is Ieee pro­ 
nounced when the motor is very hot, aa 
after a stiff climb. 
What can be the 
cause of this? 
Also when running on 
first or second speed the gears make 
a terrible noise. 
At times, for no a p ­ 
parent reason, they can scarcely be 
heard. 
The trouble here seems to be 
connected with the engine trouble m en­ 
tioned above, ae the two occur at the 
same time. 
Can you tell me the reason 
for thief 
it would seem from what you sub­ 
mit that the engiue Is misaligned in 
the frame or loose. At times the align 
meat may In* correct, thus causing tile 
gears to act silently, whereas at an­ 
other time the engine may become dis 
located, throwing everything out of 
line, causing the knock you speak of 
as well as the growl In the gears. 
It is suggested that you look into the 
fastenings of the engine to see lf any 
of the bolts have become loosened. 


I have a 1907 modal car which rune 
all right on reverse, low and interme- 
diate gears, but when I shift into high 
the car bucks and cornea to a stop, and 
then when shifted into intermediate it 
will act the same way. 
W h at do you 
think causes this trouble? 
In a case similar to the one you 
mention the balking of the engine was 
found to bo due to wornout pistons 
and cylinders. 
Tho engine bad no 
|H)wer. ami as soon as the gears were 
thrown into high speed it was unable 
to carry the load. 
Since your car la a 
BXT” model It is very probable that 
sfter nine years of service the pistons 
and cylinders as well as the valves 
will have become considerably worn, 
the loss of power which you describe 
doubtless being due to these conditions 


Doss th* injection of steam into th** 
intaka manifold from tbs water cooling 
system act effectively ae rn decarboniz­ 
er for motorcar engines? 
It is said to, although we hare no 
records of accurate tests which would 
liear out the claim. 
There are several 
devices on the market to perform thie 
act in motor car engines. 
Reports of experiments tend to show 
Hint the injection of steam or water 
vapor into the cylinders does tend to 
loosen up carbon deposits aud prevent 
the formation of carbon.

I have been told that it is helpful to 
the engine in removing carbon to get 
it hot end then pour kerosene into the 
auxiliary air inlet of the carburetor, 
with th* engine running fest enough to 
•uck it up with the gee end then to 
pour water into the manifold or aux­ 
iliary air intaka. 
It was claimed that 
th# water, hitting th* heated carbon, 
would oraek it off. 
la this ao, and 
would tho water hurt the heated engine 
parte in any way? 
The water will not hurt the engine 
parts, neither will the kerosene, and 
both are useful in removing carbon. 
There is the danger of getting water or 
kerosene mixed with the lubricating 
oil, so impairing its lubricating quali­ 
ties that it will harm the motor. 
It Is 
not advisable to pour w ater into the 
manifold. 
Some of it is going back 
into the carburetor, and gasoline and 
water do not mix. Steam is a different 
proposition, because it will enter the 
cylinder as a vapor.

Up to the present time no healing 
process has been adopted in the Re­ 
publican party. 
Bitterness over the 
presidency, which so many men assert 
was “kicked away,” still exists. So far 
as Roosevelt is concerned there is a 
feeling that he did what he could, al­ 
though quite a number of Republicans 
bitterly uttnck him for Ids course lu 
regard to Germany and say lie drove 
German votes away from the Repub­ 
licans. 
Rut the chief cause of com­ 
plaint against him is that he alarmed 
the pacifists and helped th** "lie kept 
us out of w „r” propaganda for Wilson. 
Of course that cuts both ways, and it 
may help Roosevelt during the next 
four years, according to th** course of 
events in Europe. 
Many say his “hat 
is iu the ring.”

“It must be rather bani on a lot of 
those senators who come back her** aft­ 
er losing their stutes,” remarked Sena­ 
tor Chilton of West Virginia. As Chil 
ton wus one of them aud also lost his 
seat In the acuate, he spoke feelingly.
